Tho storm which is now sweeping with 
such fury along the Pacific Coast yester­ 
day sent into eternity two hapless mar­ 
iners who were afloat ofF Redondo 
Beach. The residents of the little sea­ 
port town first noticed the unfortunates 
about 10 o’clock in the morniup, but 
were unable to help them, as there was 
no life-saving apparatus on hand, and it 
would have been the throwing away of 
more valuable lives bad a rescue boat 
been manned and sent to their 
relief. 
The unhappy men were 
aboard a small sail-boat, aud were 
apparently trying to make for a harbor, 
but their sail was blown to tattere. and 
the frail craft was pitched abont by the 
angry waves like a piece of driftwood. 
About noon the end came, for the boat 
capsized, and a few minutes later the 
fragments of the wreck were washed up 
on the beach. So completely was the 
boat broken up that nothing was left to 
indicate her name, and as nothing fur­ 
ther was seen of the men their identity 
or calling is unknown. 
The violence with which the storm 
has been blowing all alone the coast line 
was further attested to when the Eureka 
from San Francisco steamed into San 
Pedro harbor at 8 o’clock vesterday 
morning, twelve hours behind t’ime. Her 
arrival was the signal of great rejoicing 
at the port, for as the hours of the night 
had passed by and no signs of ihe ship, 
fears were en’fertained that she had been 
and her load of precious human lives 
sept to a watery grave. Tbe Captain 
said that the weather experienced on the 
down trip waB the roughest he had seen 
oil'the coast for manya year, and he 
was compelled to pass by the ports of 
Cuyacas and Han Simeon, as tbe high 
seas forbade going up to the wharves. 
ON LAND. 
On shore considerable damage has 
been done to the railroads, and traffic 
has been paralyzed in all directions. Dur­ 
ing Thursday night the hill at Rincon 
Point washed down over the track, block­ 
ing it to such an extent that the fiat had 
to be sent forth that there would he no 
trains to or from Santa Barbara duriDg 
the day. All the men that can possibly 
be obtained in that part of the country 
were set to work on the obstruction, and 
tbe officials announced last nigbt that 
they would eend out the 7:25 
train 
for 
Santa 
Barbara 
this 
morniDg and would, without doubt, be 
able to run lier through. The Soledad 
cañón was the scene of another washout, 
this part of the track being always 
rather shaky after a protracted season of 
wet weather. Four years ago the South­ 
ern Pacific changed its road-bed at the 
weakest points on the old line, and the 
new track has answered wonderfully well, 
the damase done yesterday being very 
slight and easily repaired. 
During the afternoon the reports which 
flocked into the Southern Pacific office 
from all along the line showed that mat­ 
ters were getting in a precarious condition 
and it was finally decided to abandon 
the running of all freight trains until the 
storm clears away. When the news was 
telegraphed along the road, requests 
came as to what was to be done with tho 
trains running at the time between div­ 
isions, and the answer was sent out to 
send them in, but to inform the engineers 
that no excuses would be taken if 
the trains were ditched, thus compelJimr 
them to creep along ata slow aud careful 
pace. In spite of all precautions, how­ 
ever, the road to the south of the city 
was blocked up again by nightfall, for 
a section of the track washed out 
near Beaumont, and the Pacific overland 
was detained two hours and forty-five 
minutes in consequence thereof. It 
seems to be a matter of impossibility to 
prevent washouts at times like these, for 
during the past year the Southern Pacific 
has left nothing undone that could pre­ 
vent such disasters. 
Hundreds of 
thousands of new ties have been put in, 
bridges and culverts driven by the 
score, and waterways across the track 
cut at every point where there was the 
slightest possibility of need. Bat all of 
these precautions are of no avail on the 
desert, where the rivers—rivers odIv at 
this time of the year—change their 
courses a dozen times during the rainy 
months. 
The railroad men who came in from 
over the road yesterday report that every 
creek and rivulet is running full and the 
country is perfectly seeped with water. 
The Santa Fe officials have decided to 
abandon the Riverside excursion to-day 
and are 
sunning everything very 
cautiously, as a washout is liable to 
crop up uuywhore. The Cahuenga Val­ 
ley road still battles bravely against tbe 
elements, and is putting its cars through 
on time, but the Santa Monica line has 
gone into recess for a day or two so as to 
give the new road bed a good chance to 
settle. 
IN THE CITY. 
It is a good thing for Los Angeles that 
the levee on the west side of tho river is 
a good one or else the river would by this 
time have found its way into the streets 
up town. Last night tho water extended 
from bank to bank and although not very 
deep was running with sufficient force to 
carry away everything weak in its path. 
The temporary bridge at First street is a 
thing of the past, the east side of it hav­ 
ing been swept away. Early in the 
morning the section on the town 
side being hastily chained down by 
tho contractors and thereby saved. 
Travelers desiring to cross the river at 
that part of the town will do well, there­ 
fore, to notice that they must take the 
Aliso-street bridge, until tbe damage is 
repaired. 
The newly paved streets have stood 
the strain pretty well, two notable ex- 
coptions turning up, however, which 
should be attended to at once. One is 
at a point on Spring street between First 
and Second, where the bottom has fallen 
out of the road between the car-tracks, 
leaving a nasty hole about a foot and 
a half deep. 
The other wreck 
is on Main street, about fifty 
yards south of the Ooart House, 
where the granite blocks have caved in 
in the middle of the road, both this hole 
and the one on Spring street being 


doubtless occasioned by old rivers be­ 
neath. Some of the by streets are in a 
fearful condition, several streets below 
Spring and Fifth street below Main 
showing good instances of how much 
mud can be worked up in the course of 
twenty-fonr hours. 
At the corner of 
Ninth and Spring streets is another bad 
spot, and a boat might easily be 
launched on tbe lake which has 
formed there, and which is at some 
places 2}4 feet deep. 
Most of 
the street-crossings are also in a deplor­ 
able condition, one of the most import­ 
ant ones, that at the junction of Spring 
and First streets, being scarcely fordable 
at midnight. A number of loose hoards 
and one or two awniDgs were blown 
down by the fierce winds yesterday 
morning, but no serious damage to prop­ 
erty has so far been reported. 
IN TOE COUNTRY. 
Those who visited Pasadena yesterday 
nay that the “ Crown of the Valley" was 
getting the full benefit of the storm, and 
although a few venturesome spirits en­ 
deavored to make their way down to 
the new Opera House to enjoy tbe 
matinee performance of Holt in the 
(/round they were compelled to turn 
back, as it was impossible to cross some 
of the streets, The Arroyo Seco, or Dry 
Ditch, was a very wet ditch indeed, for 
the water was pouring down it in a 
veritablo torrent. 
The Santiago creek and Santa Ana 
river also became impassable yesterday, 
and reeidents of Ihe north side of the 
creek were completely cut off from town 
as regards road accommodations. 
WEATHER RETORTS. 
The weather reports received by the 
Southern Pacific at 4 p. m. indicated that 
the storm was getting worse instead of 
abating. From San Francisco came the 
news that the barometer was falling, and 
w&b lower than it has been at any time 
for the past fifteen years. 
Oregon 
was undergoing a perfect deluge at that 
hour, and all the way down the rain waa 
pouring furiously, the Ban Joaquin agent 
reporting the weather as terrific. From 
the valleys in and around bus Angelas 
came the advices “cloudy," rain being 
reported as falling at most of the towns. 
The seaport Iowdb sent reports of cloudy 
and stormy, Wilmington adding that a 
strong southeasterly wind was blowing 
there. From Indio south, with the ex­ 
ception of Cactus, came the news that it 
was clear and calm and the sun shining, 
and when the Herald man expressed 
surprise at this, an old-time operator, 
who has put in a good many years be­ 
tween here and Yuma, said that, in all 
probability, it would be raining down 
there in about an hour, as the weather 
shifted around in that part of the country 
with as much variety as the glasses in a 
kaleidscope. 
THE RAINFALL. 
Up to 5 a . m. yesterday the rainfall for 
the season in this city had amounted to 
15 13-100 inches, 63-100 of which 
had fallen in the preceding 24 hours. 
For the storm up to noon yesterday Santa 
Ana has a record of two inches, and the 
following card from Lang’s Station indi­ 
cates the condition of things in the Sole­ 
dad Cañón: 
Four and one-fourth inches of rain 
here up to 2 :30 p. m. to-day. Still rain­ 
ing." 
At 2 o'clock this morning rain w a9 
falling heavily in this city, with a cloudy 
sky overhead, and no indieations of a 
breaking-up of the storm. 
PAINE VS. PAINE.

The case of Paine vs. Paine, which 
was tried in Justice Lockwood’s Court 
yesterday, is one to which a certain 
amount of romantic intereat attaches. 
The suit was instituted by Mrs. S. Paine 
against G. H. Paine, her former hus­ 
band, for board and for services rendered 
during his illness. 
Mrs. Paine is a music teacher of this 
city, a lady of excellent standing. 
She was parted from her husband 
gome time ago by a divorce. One 
day last fall, after they bad been 
separated several monthu, it happened 
by a mere accident that Mrs. Paine met 
her husband at Redondo Beach, where 
they had both gone on a pleasure excur­ 
sion. In the courRe of the day Paine met 
with a serious misfortune. He wan on 
the railroad track, behind a train of cars, 
which he had supposed was stationary. 
It backed up suddenly, and in endeavor­ 
ing to get out of the way he fell down on 
the rails, and the rear truck of the car 
passed over one of his arms. 
A crowd gathered around and the news 
spread that a man by the name of Paine 
had been huit. It came to Mrs. Paine’s 
ears, and she knew that the unfortunate 
man was her former husband. She no 
longer loved him, he had treated her in 
a way to make separation from him Beem 
necessary and right—yet she was a 
woman and she pitied him. She went 
immediately to the spot and ordered that 
he be taken care of at her expense. Not 
only that, but she had him conveyed to 
her own house, where for several weeks 
she gave him aid and nursing. When 
he was well he left, and Mrs. Paine had 
the bills to pay. 
Thns the matter would have remained 
b it that a short time ago Mrs. Paine 
learned that her former husband, to 
whom she had played tho Good Samari­ 
tan, was about to be married to a young 
lady. Tbe pity which she had felt for 
him in his troubles now changed to in­ 
dignation. Paine had made no offer to 
pay even the outlay of money which his 
presence in the house had caused. Mrs. 
Paine has children to support, and be­ 
lieved she owed them sometldog. So 
she brought suit against him for his 
board and attendance while in her house. 
Her two daughters gave evidence as to 
the fact of his having received the ser­ 
vice for which pay was asked. 
The case was taken under advisement 
by the Court until to-day.

Preebj t»r a i Church f r men only, which 
will be conducted by Mr. Winslow of 
London, while at the same hour at the 
Pavilion Mr. Moody will speak to women 
only. At 7:30 p.m. there will be the 
customary services in the Pavilion for 
both sexes. 
Hymns having been sung and prayers 
offered, the evangelist commenced his 
discourse by announcing his text as fol­ 
lows, from the tenth chapter of Romans: 
“ If thou shalt confess with thy mouth 
the Lord Jesus, and slialt believe in thine 
heart that God has raised him from the 
dead, thou shalt be saved.” 
“ For with the heart man believeth

If one 
could get off in a corner and become a 
Christian without anyone else knowing 
it, the flock would be increased tenfold.

What is it to confess Christ? Well, one 
way is to go home and erect the family 
altar; go to yonr business place and let 
your associatas know that you have be­ 
come a Christian.

the Divine Book. 
What would you 
think of a servant who applied for a posi­ 
tion, bnt who, on having it tendered to 
him, declined to wear the livery of the 
house which engaged him ? If you want 
to belong to God, you must wear the 
livery of heaven. 
I believe that the 
reason 
so many are 
on the side 
against the Redeemer is because they 
are ashamed 
to say that they are 
desirous of following in His path. W'hat 
is a man good for if he has not the cour­ 
age to follow his own convictions? 
I 
pity the individual who has not the cour­ 
age to stand up for what he thinks is 
right on all occasions. I will venture to 
say that there is many a yoong man in 
this boildiDg to-night who would be 
ashamed to take ont of his trunk the 
Bible his mother gave him and read it 
btfire his associates 
The fact is, we 
are a pack of cowards, and afraid to live 
up to our own convictions; that is the 
trouble. You never saw a man in your 
life who went away from God that had 
peace in his soul. 
Let the father and 
mother go up to the cross, and the chil­ 
dren will follow. I can imagine some 
people saying that they are not ashamed 
of their Saviour, but they are ashame 1 
of themselves.

I waul to call your at- 
tentiQH to-night to two men who con­ 
fessed Christ; one was at the bottom 
round of the ladder and the other at the 
top. The first was the thief who was 
crucified with Christ. He came out in 
the morning reviliDg and scoffing like 
his brother thief, but suddenly a convic­ 
tion came over him, probably when 
Christ said, “Father, forgive them, for 
they know wbat they do,” and he was 
saved.

wet pans for mixing clay are being put 
in, and a dry pan and grinding mill 
have been added recently. When all the 
additions have been completed the works 
will have an enormous capacity, hut 
even then they will not be able to supply 
the demand. 
Three carloads of pipe 
have already been Bhipped to Fresno, to 
be used in sewering that city, and other 
cars are now being loaded. Several cot­ 
tages have been built on the company’s 
grounds recently, and more will be built 
very soon. By summer quite a village 
will be located at this spot, and it is ex­ 
pected that storee and shops will be 
located there shortly. Most of the em­ 
ployees at the works will live in the vicin­ 
ity,’ and, as men of family are preferred, 
a school will be needed. The company 
hie a large pay-roll now. hut when the 
electric plant is in position and work 
goes on both day and night it will be 
doubled.

Those who know anything about mines 
and ores are taking quite an interest in 
the new mines on the Colorado river, in 
8an Bernardino 
county, 
about forty 
miles below the Needles. Specimens of 
the ore taken from them were displayed 
in cases yesterday at the City Hall and 
they attracted considerable attention. 
Those who know much about mines ex­ 
pressed themselves as of the opinion that 
the owners of the mines have as good a 
thing as they want. The development 
of rich mines in San Bernardino county 
in a region that has never been thor­ 
oughly prospected will be of much more 
benefit to Southern California than the al­ 
leged gold fields in Lower California. The 
gentlemen who have come into possession 
o these mines are making active prepar­ 
ations to go ahead with their develop­ 
ment, and at sb early a date as possible 
they will commence work. 
Before much 
is done in this region a smelter will have 
to be erected, and it is stated that there 
is enough ore accessible to keep several 
smelters in continuous operation. 
Sev­ 
eral gentlemen are talking about going to 
that region to look over the grouHd with 
a view of putting in smelters. The peo­ 
ple at the Needles are anxious that a 
smelter be located 
there, and some 
action looking toward such an entetprise 
ban already been taken. 
One of the leads discovered has been 
crossed by a trail, aud miners and In­ 
dians have walked over it for many years 
without knowing it was there. It is within 
300 yards of Col. Dunkelberger’s mine 
and is very rich. This and the Attica 
are very easy of access, and none of the 
mines located are hard to get at. 
Alto­ 
gether, leads amounting to 16,000 feet 
have been found, and the prospects have 
been 
thorough. 
The owners of the 
claims are satisfied that they have a for­ 
tune, and so far have refused several 
good oilers for shares. They em phati­ 
cally state that their mines are not for 
sale, but that they intend to work them 
themselves. 
An old miner who had 
been in that couutrv said yesterday that 
be believed that if the mountains in the 
vicinity of these claims were thoroughly 
prospected, m any more rich leads would 
be found. 


THE MEXICAN MINES. 


B ad R eports M ill P o u rin g In—more 
D eserters. 
One of the San Diego papers is taking 
the H erald to task for exposing the 
Santa Clara gold fake, and reprints a 
few lines from this paper, which, it says, 
“ libels the m ines,” yet in th e eame arti­ 
cle it produces the following: 
“ For 
heaven’s sake,” said a San Diegan, who 
had just returned from the mineB, to a 
<Sun reporter yesterday, “ tell the poor 
people to stay away from Mexico if they 
do not want to 
be victimized 
and 
robbed.” In point of fact everyone who 
has returned from the placers supports 
the stand the H erald took on the mat­ 
ter, and the fact th at the mines are being 
depopulated now about as fast as they 
were being filled a week ago is pretty 
conclusive evidence. 
Ed Burlingame 
turned up yesterday, evidently with all 
the mining experiences he wants to bny 
for some time to come, and a couple 
of Santa Fe conductors who “ laid off” 
while the excitem ent was at its height, 
walked in to headquarters and reported 
for doty. 
A letter received from the 
camp on Thursday night, dated March 
10th, says: “ The gold gulch is limited 
in extent, and taken up. 
Unless new 
discoveries are made, this will prove a 
tremendous failure. 
Many are leaving, 
disappointed, of course, but hundreds 
are arriving daily. 
Stop the rush if pos­ 
sible, as you will be doing a service to 
hum anity.” 
Another document says: 
“ The mines are paying poorly. 
H un­ 
dreds are returning.*’ Evidenc such as 
this is ponring in so plentifully that it is 
much to be wondered at that any one at 
all would think of journeying to the 
camp now-a-days. 


JUM PED TH E TRACK. 


T ra ffic D elayed by a W reck Near 
L a n g ’s. 
On train No. 23 a southbound freight 
left the track, early yesterday morning, 
while crossing a bridge on the Southern 
Pacific railroad, near Lang’s Station, 43 
miles north of this city. One of the 
brakemen,whose name was not reported, 
was the only person injured, and as he 
happened to be on top of one of the 
wrecked cars, he got off luckily enough, 
for the extent of his damages was a dis­ 
located ankle. 
Unfortunately for travel­ 
ers, the Los Angeles express, due in this 
city at 7:15 yesterday morning, was on the 
north side of the wreck, and consequently 
had to wait until the working gang had 
the line cleared, which so delayed her that 
she did not pull into the Wolfskill depot 
until 3:15 r. m., eight hours late.

ILLEGAL ARREST. 


A J . P . A lleged »o H ave Exceeded 
■ II* J u risd ictio n . 
Ferdinand Allec, a native of France, 
by H . M. Morgan, his attorney, has 
brought two suits in the United States 
Circuit Court, one against O. M. Reece, 
Justice of the Peace for San Luis Rey 
Township, San Diego county, and the 
other against C. C. Wilson, Constable of 
the same township, and George T. Insley 
and W illiam Bush, of this county, claim­ 
ing $3,000 damages in each case for un­ 
lawful arrest and false imprisonment. 
From the allegations of the complaint, 
it seems that in 
September, 1888, 
one 
Jesns 
Fiodora 
was 
accused 
of horse-stealing. Constable Wilson fol­ 
lowed him to the vicinity of Anaheim, 
arrested him , and subpoenaed plaintiff 
to appear as a witness at Oceanside on 
September 10, 1888. 
For some cause 
plaintiff failed to put in an appearance, 
whereupon Judge Reece issued an at- 
ts.chment for hiB arrest. 
Plaintiff was 
taken into custody and brought to Ocean­ 
side, where he was fined $30 for con­ 
tempt of court. 
The complaint states 
that 
when 
he 
was 
arrested 
his 
residence 
was 
about 
three 
miles 
from Anaheim and 
fifty-three miles 
from Oceanside and that no subpoena 
was served upon him , having endorsed 
thereon an order of the Superior Court or 
of a Justice of the Supreme Court com­ 
manding his appearance in said Justice’s 
Court. 
These conditions are held by the 
plaintiff’s attorney to be absolutely es­ 
sential to the validity of a subpoena, and 
it is furthermore claimed that the arrect 
of plaintiff in any case was ultra vires of 
the Justice, seeing that plaintiff was in 
another county and outside the juridic- 
tion of Judge Reece’s Court. The action 
of the officers who made the arrest is held 
to be indefensible, illegal, and unjusti­ 
fiable on any conceivable grounds.

O nr orcb ard ists have not been a w hit 
b eh in d our farm ers.

cf acres have been set out in oranges, 
lem ons, lim es, peaches, apricots, F rench 
pru n es, figs and olives. 
T he planting of 
th e c itru s fru its has been on such an ex­ 
tensive scale, th a t we have called heavily 
upon th e nurseries of Florida in addition 
to o u r ow n. 
O ur vineyardists h ave not 
been a w hit beh in d h an d , and th e yield 
of o u r w ineries will th is year be som e­ 
thing o ut of th e comm on. 
A pleasing fact in connection w ith th e 
splendid energy developed in increasing 
our production is th a t our orcbardists 
and v in ey ard ists have at last got th e up­ 
per h a n d of th e white scale and th e vine 
pest.

W hy th ere should be su ch a d islike to 
th e eucalyptus tre e in som e q uarters is a 
m ystery. 
Y et it is a fact th a t the m ere 
m ention of th e word acts like th e tra­ 
ditional red flag upon th e bovine, and 
any wore of praise for th e despised tree 
íb m et w ith b itte r condem nation. 
H ere, 
for instance, is an expression of this 
sort of talk , taken from an interior 
paper: 
“ I t appears th a t th e eucalyptus 
is fast falling in to disrepute in th is State, 
the people displaying a com m endable in­ 
dustry in cutting 
down 
those 
trees 
w hich, a few years ago, th ey set out with 
such b right visions of unbrageous ver­ 
dure and pleasing ornam entation.” 
I t is very tru e th at m an y eucalyptus 
trees are now being cut dow n, b u t it is 
because th ey h av e served th eir purpose. 
They were planted for th e sake of fire­ 
wood, and h av in g attained a fit size tbey 
are being utilized, foi th e purpose for 
which th ey w ere destined. 
The fact is 
th at for e very tree so rem oved, a dozen, 
perhaps a h u n d red , are planted. 
Tbe 
eucalyptus has 
received the 
h earty endorsem ent of th e Board of For­ 
estry as beiDg one of th e m ost valuable 
trees for forest purposes th a t is known. 
I t is particularly valuable in California, 
becauee of its ability to th riv e upon the 
least a m o m t of m oisture, and in situa­ 
tions where no o ther grow th could obtain 
a foothold. All through th e arid region of 
th e State th e good w ork an d valuable 
qualities of the eucalyptus c an be seen in 
thousands of instances. I t is true, th e tree 
m ay not be valuable as a n ornam ent to 
th e handsom e grounds of th e m illionaire, 
b u t as a good “ all-around” for the farm er, 
there is nothing yet found which can ap­ 
proach tn e eucalyptus. Its rapid grow th, 
hardiness and reasonable degree of orna­ 
m ent w hen properly train ed , m ake the 
eucalyptus deservedly a favorite, and it 
is destined to rem ain so for m any years. 
I t certainly betrays a lam entable ig­ 
norance for anyone to assert th at, be­ 
cause in certain localities well-grown 
trees are being converted into firewood, 
therefore th e tree is falling into disre­ 
pute. 
A ny nurserym an in the central 
or southern p a rt of the S tate can give 
am ple disproof of such a statem en t. 
The eucalyptus, in all its varieties, has 
a strong hold upon th e popular affection 
which will require m ore than th e de­ 
nunciation of a few uninform ed new spa­ 
p ers to loosen.— [H om e a n d Farm . 
W . A. S anders thus expresses him self 
in defense of a tree upon which there 
h as been, of late, a disposition to open 
w arfare: 
“ I have m ore of these trees 
(eucalyptus) growing th a n can be fonnd 
anyw here else in the 8an Joaquin valley 
—great m onsters, 120 feet tall, contain­ 
ing over a cord of wood each, grown 
from the seed in the past ten years. You 
can see iny eucalyptus groves from the 
cars of th e S outhern Pacific Railroad 
from Goshen to Fow ler, a distance of 
over tw enty m iles. 
I w ish to add a fact 
to your recom m endation of this tree, a 
fact too im portant to be overlooked. The 
eucalyptus globulus, w h en grown in 
large quantities, gives en tire exem ption 
from m osquitos. 
H ere a t m y hom e we 
have acres of dense sh ad e, a big, slug­ 
gish ditch th a t is alw ays full of w ater, 
and in all of our prolonged sum m er and 
autum n heat, never a m osquito, while 
am ong th e willows of K in g ’s river, two 
m iles aw ay, th ey sw arm at tim es in 
clouds an d literally devour their unpro­ 
tected victim s.— [Tulare R egister.

Five Rescned Men Reached

M o u n t C a r m e l , P a., M arch 1 5 .—Five 
of th e six m iners a t the Black D iam ond 
colliery h av e been rescu ed ali e. 
The 
sixth will soon be bro u g h t to the surface. 
M r. C a r m e l , P a., M arch 15.—S uprem e 
joy reigns in th e hom es of the five m en 
to-night o n account of th e ir m iraculous 
deliverance from w hat, last night, seem ed 
certain d eath . Tw o of th em , H all and 
R evels, tho u g h suffering extrem ely from 
nervous ex h au stio n , gave to th e Asso­ 
ciated press, 
to-night, the 
first ac­ 
count of 
th eir 
experience. 
T hese 
two m en w ere 
enga ed 
in 
driving 
new shutes in th e b reast of 
No. 8 
in th e south slope of th e m ine about 
noon yesterday, w hen th ey heard a te r­ 
rific roar, and the n e x t m inute they e x ­ 
perienced a shock w hich caused H all to 
exclaim , “ My God, N ick, th e slope has 
caved in ! ” 
R evels descended to th e 
gangw ay, and, tw elve feet from him , 
found tlieir egress to ih e slope cu t off by 
huge rocks. 
H e called to th e m iners 
who w ere 
w orking in 
No. 7, 
and 
B oon 
saw 
R okus 
craw ling 
from 
th e 
debris. 
T hey bo th 
joined 
in 
shouts an d 
then 
h eard N earshalski 
calling from No. 7 cham ber for help . He 
was pinioned by a large rock, a n d urged 
h is com rades to com a to h is rescue. The 
second fall th en occurred and no m ore 
sounds w ere heard , an d he w as in all 
probability killed, though a force of m en 
are still w orking for his deliverance. 
T he five m iners w ho w ere paved heard 
th eir rescuers stop work outside about 0 
o’clock, 
an d , grow ing desperate, 
en­ 
deavored to clim b up to t h " iibandoned 
cham ber and gain an ex it, but m ouutain- 
like boulder* stood in th eir w ay. 
L ater, 
how ever, they h e a rd sounds outside of 
th e work again and th eir hope grew. 
They th en eigualed five tim es on a solid 
pillar. 
T h e rescuers returned th e signal, 
and th eir wives an d children and h u n ­ 
dreds of th e ir friends at th e m onth of the 
colliery knew th a t five w ere pafe. 
A t 12 
o ’clock to-day th eir deliverance h ad been 
effected by driving a tunnel tw enty-nine 
yards. 
H u n d red s of to n s of deb ris m ust 
he rem oved before the m ine can be put 
in working order.

took place in the courtyard. T he Sheriff 
granted thorn an opportunity to m ake a 
final statem ent. Jones delivered him self 
at some length of a disconnected,w ander­ 
ing harangue, b u t M itchell and G reen 
m aint ined a stolid silence. Jo n es con­ 
fessed in a m easure h is guilt, b u t w anted 
it know n th a t he d id not strike th e fatal 
blow, a n d intim ated b y his m an n er and 
gesticulations th at the others did so. The 
trap w ent down a t 10:40, and th e necks 
of all w ere broken. 
On th e fatal n ig h t, seven 
negroes 
entered 
H orton’s 
room , 
th eir 
faces 
covered with flour, 
wrapped a quilt 
about h is head an d shoulders, an d for­ 
cibly carried him 150 yards into the 
woods, w here he was given 150 laBhes. 
T hen, as he prom ised to leave th e 8tate, 
h e was left sitting on a log, and the 
crowd 
ap p aren tly dispersed.

noticed, how ever, th a t the th ree who 
puffered to-day lingered behind th e other 
four, and were finally separated from 
them . 
N ext d ay H orton’s body was 
fonnd lifeless, w ith th e skull, collar 
bone an d two rib s crushed in.

H ydrophobia Cured. 


P i t t s b u r g , Pa., M arch 15.— A special 
from W eb ster,O h io ,tells of a rem arkable 
recovery from an attack of hydrophobia. 
T he afllicted person was th e 11-year-old 
son of Jaco b Barkly, a well-to-do farm er. 
E ig h t years ago th e boy w as b itten by a 
dog w hich later m anifested signs of m ad­ 
ness an d w as killed. 
N othing serious 
was th o u g h t of th e boy’s injury an d th e 
w ound soon healed up. 
Six weeks ago 
young B arkly cam e hom e from school 
and com plained of feeling unw ell. 
H y ­ 
drophobia in its m ost violent form soon 
developed. 
T he atten d in g physician 
looked 
upon th e rabies poison as 
a 
self-lim iting infection, and set about to 
bridge th e case over th e active period of 
the poison. 
Large doses of aconite were 
given to blu n t the sennuary n erves of th e 
th ro a t; h ydrate of chloral to obviate the 
restlessness and produce sleep, and sa li­ 
cylate of soda to counteract th e rabies 
poison, if it depended upon ferm en ta­ 
tion for its action. 
The paroxysm s grew 
less frequent, an d it is now two w eeks 
since th e patient show ed any signs of 
one. 
T h e physicians th in k h is com plete 
recovery certain.

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A TERRIBLE TRAGEDY. 


Samuel 
Rundle 
Commits 
Wholesale Murder, 


AND WINDS DP W ITH SÜICIDE. 


T hree R elatives Shot Down in Cold 
Blood, the R esult of Some 
F am ily Troubles.

A u s t in , Nevada, March 14.—A terrible 
tragedy occurred at Italian Cafion, twelve 
miles from here, yesterday, between 2 
and 3 o’clock 
p . 
m . 
Samuel Bundle 
killed hie father-in-law, George Hoeking, 
and his brother-in-law, aged 15, by 
shooting them with a charge of shot 
which entered at the left side of the neck 
of the former and tore away the face of 
the latter. A boy nam ed Johnny King, 
hearing the shot, came toward the house, 
and was met by Bundle, holding out the 
guu, and asking the boy to shoot him, 
The boy refused, telling him to come to 
the house and get dinner. Bundle then 
took the boy’s horse and rode three 
miles to a lower ranch, entered the 
kitchen of the house, and with a pistol 
shot Mrs. Hosklng below the left temple, 
and then shot himself in the right tem 
pie. 
Mrs. Hosking was ironing clothes 
a t the time. 
The four bodies were found at the two 
rauches, lying at right angles, forming a 
cross. The tragedy was the result oi a 
quarrel about the division of property 
and family troubles. 
Mrs. Bundle was 
in A ustin'at the time of the shooting 
and is distracted at the news, having two 
children, the oldest 18 months old. 
Johnny King followed Bundle on a lioree 
to the lower ranch and found the bodies 
in the kitchen. He immediately rode to 
town and told of the tragedy. 
The

over 
the 
country. 
The whole 
town 
is 
shocked, 
as 
there has never 
be­ 
fore occurred such a wholesale slaughter 
in the history of the county. The funeral 
will take place to-morrow. 
Rundle had 
borne a good character among his neigh­ 
bors. 
Coroner A. A. Flint, Sheriff McCombe, 
District Attorney W. D. Jones, Justice L. 
A. Miller and D. Scutbard, on receiving 
the news, quickly drove 
out to the 
ranches. The bodies were brought in 
last night at 11 o’clock and taken to the 
hose-bouse. An inquest was held to-day 
by Coroner Flint at the Justice’s office of 
J. M. Wallace. Sheriff James McCombe 
W . H. Booth, Johnson Rodda, Dr. M, 
A. Scutbard and W. D. Jones acted as a 
jury, and Johnny King as a witness.
